The Foundation’s “auction extravaganza” was held 
on April 26 in the newly-renovated Main Gallery in 
the MCA Administration Building. The evening 
began with a reception from 6:00 to 8:00 o’clock. 
Alumni Association president Jim Fitts provided 
the taped music for the event; and, welcoming 
remarks were made by President O’Neil and 
Stephen Farrell. At 8:15 auctioneers Jim Bakkar 
and Rebecca Hoffman began the bidding. The 
auction was a huge success—grossing over 
$42,000. After fees to the artists and auction ex- 
penses, over $20,000 will go to the College for 
scholarships and equipment.

You can’t open a newspaper or watch the local 
news without developing symptoms associated with 
Mass Depression. These are very difficult times for 
everyone in New England, and everyone involved 
in the “arts” knows it first-hand. 

But, it is not the intention of this letter to under- 
score, again, the severity of the effects the Massa- 
chusetts fiscal crisis has had on MCA. Instead, it is 
my intention to start this season with the good 
news. And, because of all of us alumni/ae, there is’ 
significant good news. 

The 1989-1990 year was one of continuing 
achievement for our growing Association. The 
alumni/ae who volunteer—and/or those who con- 
tribute generously to our Annual Fund Campaign— 
make the Association and its programs work for the 
college, and for us. 

With your continued financial support, we joined 
with the MCA Foundation in providing the college 
with an annual “cash” gift. And, with your volun- 
teer support we promoted the work of alumni/ae 
and the college through the newsletter, we organ- 
ized a phonathon to generate financial support for 
college programs, we made plans for more alumni/ 
ae exhibitions and we supported students through 
mentor and work study opportunities. 

So, on behalf of the college and the students, the 
Association thanks you for all that you have done. 
We also ask—as usual—that you keep up the good 
work. Without your continued financial support 
and volunteer energy, we will not be able to build 
on the achievements of 1989-90: 


The Annual Fund: Once again we surpassed our 
goal of $40,000! Over 87% of the 907 donors were

alumni/ae, and they contributed $31,485 of the 
total $43,690. The 1990-91 goal is $50,000. Please 
be as generous as possible. 


The Phonathon: Some 80 alumni/ae volunteers 
made over 1,200 phone calls in October, 1989. 
Many were apprehensive at first, but everyone 
ended up elated by the very positive response they 
had from alumni/ae they talked with. Great stories, 
and good times.

Perspectives : Incredible alumni/ae volunteer time 
and energy is spent in producing each issue of the 
newsletter. As you can see, they have done it again 
with this, the first of this year’s three issues. Our 
congratulations and deep appreciation to the news- 
letter committee from all of us. And to everyone 
who enjoys the newsletter, please consider 
volunteering some time. 


The Art Auction: Thirty-eight alumni/ae were 
among the 101 artists who contributed work for the 
auction which netted $21,000 for the college. The 
funds will be used to buy curriculumrelated equip- 
ment, for faculty development and scholarships. 
Because of budget cuts, the college has no money 
for this type of equipment or faculty development.

This book was found on a very simple trip 
through New Hampshire backroads. I am always 
on the lookout for bargains on old guitars or cam- 
eras, and while perusing a box of sheet music, I 
happened to spot the Walter Smith book on per- 
spective. I realized immediately who he was, but I 
did not notice that the publication date was the 
same as the founding of MCA until several years 
later. At that time I discovered that the book was 
the first in a series published by Mr. Smith on 
various aspect of art. I then felt that I would some- 
day like to place it in the collection of the College, 
but I wanted to be sure that it would be cared for 
properly. 

The interest of the MCA Alumni Association in 
both the donation, and our membership in the 
Association has most greatly appreciated. It is 
encouraging to see that MCA finally has a proper 
building, and an ever-increasing family of alumni/ 
ae who really care about the people and the place.”

Update and Call for Entries 


11th Floor 

In January 1991 the exhibition space outside the 
President’s Office on the 11th Floor of the Tower 
Building will be turned over to the Alumni Asso- 
ciation for programming of shows of MCA 
alumni/ae work.

Works must be ready to hang or install 
and all applicants must be prepared to install their 
work with assistance from the gallery manager and 
assistants. Applicants should bear in mind the 
limitations and constraints imposed on work by the 
location and nature of the exhibition space. Those 
interested in showing 3D works are urged to visit 
the space and consult with the Alumni Gallery ex- 
hibition manager. 

Work will be selected from the slides by a jury of 
non-alumni from outside the College community. 
For more information, contact the Alumni Office. 


Bi-annual Exhibition 

The College’s Exhibition Committee has also ap- 
proved the Alumni Association’s proposal for a 
major alumni/ae exhibition every two years to be 
held in the College’s Main Gallery.

1989-1990 ANNUAL REPORT 
Massachusetts College of Art Foundation, Inc.

It is my pleasure to formally report to you, and the 
College’s faculty and staff, the Alumni Association 
and friends on the activities of the Foundation. As 
an independent organization, the Foundation is 
dedicated to the support of the college’s programs, 
students and faculty, and the Alumni Association. 
The increasing success we enjoy in pursuit of 
providing that support is, to large degree, the result 
of the effective mix of alumni/ae, faculty, trustees, 
administrators and friends who form the Board of 
Directors. In this work, the Board is assisted by a 
very capable staff from the College’s Office of 
Alumni/Development. 

For the 1989-90 year, we established three pro- 
gram objectives: 


1. To continue the growth of the Annual 
Fund. 

2. To launch of a “Friends of Mass Art” 
program. 

3. To execute a highly visible, high quality 
fund-raising event. 


In a very difficult year, financially, we have ad- 
vanced all of these programs, in addition to other 
activities that have benefitted the College. Specifi- 
cally, we achieved the following: 

The Annual Fund grew in 1989-90 to $46,690 
from 907 donors. This was an increase from 
$26,325 and 533 donors in 1988-89 and $15,668 
and 374 donors in 1987-88. This effort was sub- 
stantially assisted by alumni/ae volunteers, organ- 
ized by the Alumni Association, who produced the 
exceptional Annual Fund poster and staffed the 
telethon with 83 volunteers over four nights. The 
telethon not enly produced over $16,000 in pledges 
for the Annual Fund, but also provided valuable 
information for upgrading alumni/ae records, the 
backbone of all our solicitation work. 

Together with the extraordinary support of 38 
faculty and 39 alumni/ae, the Foundation sponsored 
an auction of the work of faculty, alumni/ae and 
friends. The proceeds from the auction will provide 
$19,820 for equipment and student support (and 
paid for the construction of new walls in the Main 
Gallery). The quality of the art and the event was 
well noted by those attending. 

An ongoing program to create a “Friends” group 
for the college was launched. Persons making gifts 
of $250 per year to the college became members of 
the “Friends of Mass Art” and will participate in 
various activities. This program is an important 
cultivational activity intended to grow the college 
support base. 

The Foundation made grants to the college in the 
amount of $5,000 for faculty development and 
$6,000 for exhibitions. 

We administered eleven Association and Founda- 
tion trusts valued at $261,473 which generated

$14,680 in scholarships and awards and $3,000 for 
support of the Godine library. 

Additionally, the Foundation, through the staff, 
administered $142,256 in funds for student and 
program support; and, provided a vehicle for 
securing other program funding from individual, 
foundation and public sources. 


During the next academic year, we begin planning 
to launch a campaign for a permanent endowment 
for the college. This significant effort will require 
the assistance of administrators, faculty and 
alumni/ae. We also will continue to expand the 
programs described ‘above. 

Of course, the College and the Foundation do not 
achieve these results alone. We owe a deep grati- 
tude to the resurgent Alumni Association which, 
through the leadership of its Directors, has drawn 
back to the college the critical and considerable 
support and participation of the college’s alumni/ 
ae. In addition to their work on behalf of the An- 
nual Fund, we must credit their newsletter, Per- 
spectives, not only for rekindling alumni/ae inter- 
est, but also for providing us with an informative 
and handsomely-designed journal which promotes 
MCA throughout the business, philanthropic and 
art communities. Through these and many other 
activities, we are reminded of the enormous value 
all alumni/ae hold for the benefit of educational 
institutions. 

In addition to making this report to you, I would 
like to acknowledge the support the Foundation 
already receives from the faculty and administra- 
tion. Those of us who are friends, alumni/ae and 
trustee members of the Foundation enjoy our 
partnership with those of you who contribute your 
time and work. We intend that our joint efforts 
significantly benefit the college—and, selfishly, do 
admit to receiving more that a little “nourishment” 
from our association with all of you.

company this article show the dollar amounts we 
received and the increased numbers of donors for 
the last three years.We particularly ask you to note 
the, total figures for the 1987-1988 compared to the 
1989-1990.Total donations show $15,886 in 1988 
compared to $43,690 (an increase of 64%) in 1990. 
The other significant figure is total donors. In 1988 
we had 374 donors and, in 1990, 907 donors (an 
increase of 59%). The increase in dollars indicates 
a generosity of the pocketbook but the 533 addi- 
tional donors has a special significance because it 
indicates a generosity of the heart and spirit—an 
appreciation for what is being done at MCA and a 
wish to participate in life at the college. 

We exceeded our goal of $40,000 by $3,690! We 
extend our sincere thanks to the many who contrib- 
uted to make this 1989-1990 Annual Fund a suc- 
cess: 

I Jian Lin (’84) who designed and produced the 
Annual Fund Poster. Paper was supplied at cost by 
Rourke Eno. Separations were donated by Charles 
Travis (’51) of Pace Color Separators. Without 
these three substantial donations the poster, fast 
becoming a Fund Campaign tradition, would be 
financially impossible to consider. 

Bill Hannon (’56) served with me as co-chair of 
the Foundation Annual Fund Committee.The 
Alumni Affairs/Development Office provided 
administration, clerical and staff assistance.

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As I discussed in the last issue of Perspectives , our 


college budget was reduced by 3 1/2% for the 
fiscal year 1990-1991. However, because of the 
continuing deteriorating fiscal position of the 


Commonwealth we have just received another 4% 
reduction for the total fiscal year 1991 resulting in 


a shortfall of 7 1/2%. The two graphs displayed 
with this article depict the status of the system of 
public higher education in Massachusetts. One 
graph deals with the system as a whole and the 
second the specific situation at MCA. These graphs 
dramatically show the impact that the fiscal prob- 
lem is having on our college and system. 

Once again, we are attempting to cope with this 
situation by cutting back even further on campus 
activities and leaving additional positions unfilled 
in an attempt to adjust to the new fiscal reality. The 
students, and where appropriate, their families, are 
making up for a portion of this shortfall by paying 
higher fees. At the present time, every indication 
points to increased fees for the spring term. 

On the positive side, our previously approved 
capital funding is beginning to change the face of 
our campus for the better and reconstruction efforts 
are currently on schedule. The Longwood move 
should be competed by early 1992. Your assistance 
in volunteer support and in monetary contributions 
are making a difference to life on campus. I want 
you again to know that all of us who work at the 
College are very grateful for your efforts.

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MCA FOUNDATION/ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 
TRUST FUNDS GROW

In May, 1987, the MCA Foundation and Alumni 
Association made $4,240 available to the college 
for awards to students at Convocation. In May, 
1990, that amount had grown to over $15,000. An 
additional $3,000 went to support computerization 
of library records. This dramatic increase in sup- 
port is the result of a growing understanding among 
alumni/ae and friends that, through dedicated 
trusts, they can create significant living memorials 
to loved ones, family and friends; and, at the same 
time, respond to the heightening needs of both 
students and the college in this period of increasing 
costs and declining budgets from the state. 

We have had a number of inquiries for informa- 
tion on existing trusts and how to contribute to 
them, as well as for information on how to estab- 
lish new trusts. We provide the following descrip- 
tions in response to those inquiries; but, more 
importantly, because we deeply appreciate the 
generosity of each and every donor, and we would 
like to acknowledge their thoughtfulness. 


The Abbott-Doucette Award is an outgrowth of 
the Ceramic Guild of MCA, one of the College’s 
oldest awards. It was renamed by the Alumni 
Association for the late Professor Charles Abbott 
and Professor Emeritus Russell Doucette. Both of 
these exemplary men were MCA ceramics instruc- 
tors. 

“The use is at the discretion of the Alumni Board 
for benefits of students (undergraduate or gradu- 
ate), who are found qualified by the Ceramics 
Department faculty. In case of no grant in a year, 
the interest may be used for the benefit of the 
department. Selection of recipients may come from 
an annual ceramic exhibit or sale, and must repre- 
sent high standards of design, craftsmanship and 
individuality. Financial need may be a considera- 
tion, but not a basis. Age, class, sex, nationality or 
religion may have no preference.” 


The Alumni Association Memorial Award was 
established in 1987 to honor the memory of Royal 
Bailey Farnum, Patrick Gavin, Priscilla M. Nye, 
Phillip Palmstrom and Gordon Reynolds. 

All contributions to the Foundation/Association 
which are dedicated for use as scholarships, but 
which are under $1,000, are added to this trust. 
Contributions between $1,000 and $2,499 are 
added to the trust, and the donor’s name (or a name 
chosen by the donor) is added to the plaque. Con- 
tributions between $2,500 and $4,999 are added to

At Convocation on May 23, Mary Castiglione (90) 
and Cynthia McKeon (’90) became the first recipi- 
ents of the Foundation’s newest trust: The Robert 
Thomas Higgins Memorial Awards. The trust was 
established early in 1990 by the remaining mem- 
bers of Robert Higgins’ family: Mrs. Esther C. 
Joseph, Mrs. Dorothy Marie Lynch, Mr. Warren J. 
Higgins, Mr. W. Roger Higgins, and, Sr. Rose- 
marie Higgins F.M.M. 

Each year, the Foundation will make available 
eighty percent of the annual interest from the 
trust’s $20,000 principal for two students—either 
juniors and/or seniors—in the Art Education De- 
partment. (Foundation policy requires that twenty 
percent of the annual interest remains in each trust 
to help maintain its integrity over time.) Recipients 
of the awards are chosen by the department’s 
faculty, and are given in recognition of exceptional 
merit and need. 

Bob Higgins, born November 22, 1932, in Brock- 
ton, Massachusetts, was the youngest of seven 
children born to William J. and Agnes E. (Brides) 
Higgins. 

At an early age, Bob revealed his double gift as 
both artist and musician by playing the piano and 
constantly sketching people and events. When the 
time came for him to go to college, Bob had diffi- 
culty choosing between the two gifts. He finally 
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the trust, the donor’s name (or a name chosen by 
the donor) is added to the plaque and a specific 
award entitled “Alumni Association Award in 
memory of (Name) is given each year. Contribu- 
tions over $5,000 are invested as separate trusts 
under names chosen by the donors. Annual awards 
are made to students meeting the donors’ criteria. 

“The recipient shall be a junior who not only has 
achieved success in the department conferring the 
award, but also who has demonstrated leadership 
and a strong commitment to the well-being of the 
College. Until such time as the trust produces 
sufficient interest to make more than one meaning- 
ful award, the award shall rotate annually among 
the college’s several departments.” 


The Russell P. Coleman, Jr. (’87) Memorial 
Award was established in 1988 by family and 
friends of this life-loving man who graduated from 
MCA at the age of 70! Upon graduation from 
Harvard’s School of Architecture (he studied under 
Gropius and Itten), Mr. Coleman worked with 
Charles T. Main & Co. as an architectural engineer 
in the late 40’s. He demonstrated a remarkable 
talent in architectural rendering, and his work was 
very highly regarded. From blueprints, Mr. Cole- 
man created detailed renderings of how the pro- 
posed structures would appear on the landscape, 
clouds and all. Among other work, Mr. Coleman 
depicted paper mills, hydroelectric plants and even 
palaces in Saudia Arabia. Throughout his career, 
Mr. Coleman continued to study. At the Museum 
School, he twice was awarded the prestigious Bolt 
Award for excellence in figure drawing. 

“The recipient shall be a junior who is a painting 
major, based on merit and need. The recipient 
shall receive the award at the beginning of his or 
her senior year.” 


The Helen Blair Crosbie (’32) Sculpture Award 
was established in 1987 by the late Dr. Stanley 
Crosbie to honor his wife. Mrs. Crosbie lives in 
Phoenix, and continues a fast-paced life as a sculp- 
tor. Although she creates life-size work occasion- 
ally, Mrs. Crosbie is best known for her 12-18” 
bronze figures. (Among recent commissions are 
figures of Burt Reynolds and Loni Anderson.) 
Mrs. Crosbie visits MCA annually to participate as 
one of three jurors who select the award recipient. 

“The recipient shall be selected by a three-person 
jury. The award recognizes a graduating senior 
who shows the greatest potential in sculpture, 
which is defined as carving, modeling or con- 
structivism.” 


The Doliber Skeffington Award was established 


Robert Thomas Higgins 
decided to attend MCA, from which he graduated 
in 1955 with a Bachelor in Fine Arts. Bob fi- 
nanced his education by playing the piano in 
lounges, as well as other after-school work. 
Throughout his life, he used his talent for music by 
playing the piano or organ during summer vaca- 
tions at the local or Cape Cod lounges.

by Lee Doliber (’72) and his partner and wife, 
Lynn Skeffington. In 1990, Doliber Skeffington 
moved their firm, which specializes in packaging, 
from Boston to Miami. While at MCA, Lee was a 
founder of the Design Research Unit, and for many 
years was a member of its Board of Directors. 
DRU is a student-operated, independent design 
firm providing services to non-profit groups—and 
design/business experience to students. In 1989, 
Lee’s work was selected to be included in Mas- 
sArt’s Massarts, the first exhibition of the achieve- 
ments of alumni/ae working in design in the 
college’s history. From 1987-1989, Lee served as 
president of the Alumni Association, working long 
hours to make the Association a strong, supportive 
asset to the college. At the 1989 Commencement, 
Lee was honored as recipient of the Godine Com- 
munity Service Award in appreciation for his 
extraordinary contributions to MCA. 

“The recipient shall be a junior, enrolled as a full- 
time, active participant in DRU, and will be nomi- 
nated by the faculty by virtue of academic merit 
and bona fide design talent.” 


The Donis A. Dondis (’45) Scholar Award (and 
the Travel Fellowship noted below) was estab- 
lished by Harold B. Dondis in memory of his late 
wife. Donis Dondis was a truly extraordinary 
woman: BFA in Design and Painting, MCA; Hon- 
orary Doctor of Fine Arts, MCA; Honorary Doctor- 
ate, Emerson College; Professor and Dean, School 
of Public Communications, Boston University; 
Research Associate, Visible Language Workshop, 
MIT; painter; sculptor; photographer; filmmaker; 
graphic designer; art director; art educator; author; 
and, business consultant. Among friends and 
colleagues she was known as “just a very nice 
person!” 

“The recipient shall be a junior who demonstrates 
outstanding intellectual and artistic potential. 


The Donis A. Donis (45) Travel Fellowship 

“The recipient shall be a graduating senior, or a 
junior (who will receive the award upon gradu- 
ation), from any discipline. The award shall be for 
the purpose of defraying the cost of entering and 
attending a school outside the United States; or, for 
completing a well-defined project having artistic 
merit. The award*shall be based on the student’s 
prior work, work jsubmitted and a written pro- 
posal.” 


The Gamblin Painting Award was established in 

1989 by Martha and Robert Gamblin, owners of 

Gamblin Artists Colors of Portland, Oregon. 
“There shall be two annual awards, one man and

Bob returned to Brockton in 1963. For fourteen 
years, until his premature death on September 9, __ : 
1977, he taught art at Brockton High School. He rab 
also taught evening classes in art at Harvard. He 
was well known as an artist, as well as a teacher 
and musician. His paintings were exhibited in one- 
man shows and other art exhibits. He belonged to 
several professional and educational organizations. — 

Bob was held in very high esteem by the students — 
and faculty at Brockton High School. The graduat- — 
ing class of 1978 dedicated its yearbook to Bob as 
a tribute to his teaching, the years he served on the © 
yearbook committee and for the wealth of legacy 
he left to his students. The yearbook’s dedication 
reads: “...we pray that nothing of his life will be 
lost, but that it will be of benefit to the world; that 
all he held sacred may be respected by those who | 
follow him; and, that everything in which he was 
great may continue to mean as much to us now that 
he is gone. We ask you that he may always live on 
in our hearts and minds, our courage and con-— 
science.” 

All of MCA’s students, the College, the Founda- 
tion and the Alumni Association extend their 
deepest appreciation to Robert Thomas Higgins’ 
family.

Each 
recipient shall receive a full set of Gamblin oil 
paints at the beginning of their senior year.” 


The Godine Fellowship was established by the 

late Dr. Morton R. Godine as the first trust to be 
administered by the newly-formed MCA Founda- 
tion. Dr. Godine, who passed away in 1988, was a 
scholar, businessman and teacher, and an extraordi- 
nary friend to MCA. 

From 1975-1988, Dr. Godine served the college in 
many capacities. He began his association as Vice 
President of Administration and Finance, a position 
he held until 1982. In 1981, he became a founding 
member, and chair, of the MCA Foundation. In 
1984, Dr. Godine was appointed by Governor 
Dukakis as a member of MCA’s Board of Trustees. 
Upon his death, the Trustees sought to honor Dr. 
Godine by dedicating the college’s library in his 
memory: The Morton R. Godine Library. 

“The Fellowship shall be awarded to help defray 
the cost of traveling for the purpose of completing 
a well-defined project, the exhibition or publishing 
of work, or any project having artistic merit as 
determined by the faculty. The selection of the 
student shall be based on the merit of the student’s 
prior work at the college, work submitted, a written 
proposal and a statement that the funding for the 
proposal is not generally available through state 
appropriations.” 


The Morton R. Godine Library Trust was estab- 
lished through an unrestricted bequest from Dr. 
Godine, as well as gifts from his family and 
friends. 

“The purpose of the trust shall be to “enhance” 
rather than “maintain” the Morton R. Godine 
Library at the Massachusetts College of Art for the 
benefit of students, faculty and alumni/ae.” 


The Robert Thomas Higgins (’55) Memorial 
Awards (See accompanying article.) 


The Maggy Krebs Gift was established in 1988 on 
behalf of the Maggy Krebs Caring Group. Ms. 
Krebs was a feminist, lesbian artist who moved 
from California to Boston in 1972. In the words of 
a friend, “she was a very special woman...who 
changed the lives of most of the people she met. 
She had a fierce penchant for details, and in having 
her work as flawless as possible.” During her years 
here, Ms. Krebs was a volunteer at Gay Community 
News and did artwork for Otherfund, Homophile 
Community Services (now Gay and Lesbian Coun- 
selling Services) and the Gay Pride Committee. 
Her artwork was featured at the Kaleidoscope Art 
show in Cambridge in 1986, and the Femmecore 
Art Show in Boston. While dying of cancer, 
friends established the Maggy Krebs Caring Group 
which is described as “one model of the ways our 
community is learning to cope with extended 
illness, death and grief—our own and that of 
friends and family.” Upon Ms. Krebs’ death in 
1987, the group set up this memorial fund. 

“The recipient shall be chosen solely on financial 
need, but it is the group’s strong preference that the 
recipient be a woman. 


The Ella K. Munsterberg Award is given in 
memory of this well-loved and respected former 
faculty member. Ms. Munsterberg was born in 
Germany, and attended Radcliffe and the School of 
the Museum of Fine Arts. She was recognized as a 
world traveler and accomplished lecturer. She also 
served as president of the Statehouse Women’s 
Club. Ms. Munsterberg taught Art History at MCA 
until 1953. 

“The recipient shall be a senior demonstrating 
outstanding achievement in Art History.” 


The Pace Gallery Award was established by 
Amold B. Glimcher (’50) who is owner and presi- 
dent of Pace Gallery, New York. Among his many 
interests, Mr. Glimcher produces movies, 
including: Legal Eagles with Robert Redford and 
Debra Winger, and Gorillas In The Mist with 
Sigourney Weaver. 

“The recipient shall be a graduating senior of 
exceptional merit. The award shall be used to help 
defray the cost of graduate study, and shall alter- 
nate between the painting and sculpture depart- 


IMAGES FROM THE UNDERGROUND 


Documentary artist David Rose (’31), known for 
his courtroom sketches of famous trials, has been 
on hand illustrating the construction of the Los 
Angeles Metro Rail subway. Always attracted to 
the first-hand experience of the activity surround- 
ing important events, David has been down in the 
tunnels and around the construction sites docu- 
menting the subway project. His sketches, done in 
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pen on gray paper and occasionally fleshed out 
with pastels, watercolor and gouache, strive to

The Ron Placzek (’71) Theater Arts Award was 
established by family and friends in 1987. Ron, 
who was thirty-six at the time of his death in New 
York, worked as art director for Columbia Broad- 
casting System on the daytime soap opera Guiding 
Light. He received an Emmy for his work in 1985. 
Ron also designed productions of Guys and Dolls 
and Pal Joey for the Royal Theater of Denmark, 
and, locally, the revival of Ain’t Misbehavin’ for 
Stage West in Springfield. In addition to designing 
several shows at repertory theaters in New York 
and Goodspeed Opera House in Connecticut, Ron 
taught art at Kennedy School in Billerica, N.Y., 
and in the Worcester Public Schools. 

“The recipient shall be an outstanding graduating 


senior pursuing a career in the theater arts, includ- 
ing: TV and video production; filmmaking; script 
writing; performing arts; set design; and, costume 
(fashion) design.” 


By a majority vote of the Board of Directors of 
the Massachusetts College of Art Foundation, Inc., 
the Foundation and Association shall provide 
eighty percent (80%) of the interest earned annu- 
ally to the college for the purposes noted in the 
trusts. Twenty percent (20%) shall remain with the 
trusts to help insure their integrity over the years. 
The Foundation/ Association shall not charge any 
administrative fee for the management of trust 
funds under their control.

Class of 1950

The Class of 1950 celebrated it’s 40th Reunion 
on Saturday, June 23rd at Rosalie’s Restaurant 
in the lovely little seaside town of Marblehead, 
MA.

Mentor Program 

The Office of Career Resources is working towards 
a fully functioning Alumni Mentor Program this 
FY 1990-91. 

The purpose of the program is to provide MCA 
students, juniors and seniors, with a one-to-one 
opportunity for career exploration with alumni/ae 
during the academic year. Alumni/ae who volun- 
teer to serve as mentors are listed and are paired 
with students seeking information. 

We plan to orient students to the guidelines of the 
program including initiating the first contact, 
appropriate contact between mentors and students 
of planned meetings (including reasonable times to 
make phone calls, particularly at home in the 
evenings, confidentiality and specific tasks re- 
quired of students. This will include suggesting 
appropriate dress for visits to your place of work. 

The mentor should allow time for discussion of 
particular issues such as routes of entry into your 
field, balancing a career and personal commit- 
ments, and other topics you may consider impor- 
tant for the student to know about. 

This program, we feel, will be of great value to 
the student, giving them the opportunity to spend 
time with an alumnus whose career field they find 
interesting. Offered during the fall and spring 
semesters. The program allows students time to 
explore possible career opportunities and to make a 
direct connection between their education and 
potential careers. 

If you are interested in offering to be a mentor 
you will not be asked to offer jobs, and we will 
make certain that students will not show up late for 
appointments or call you without a specific purpose 
and question.

Marketing your artwork: the artist’s perspective 
If you don’t know where to begin marketing your 
artwork, or you’d rather not think about it, then this 
workshop may be the place for you to start. Just as 
no two artists are alike, no two marketing strategies 
should be alike. The approach we take in the work- 
shop builds upon your unique vision as an artist 
and your individual working process. Applying 
your creativity as an artist to marketing strategies 
makes the process more playful and results in many 
more career options. 

An important part of marketing your artwork is 
helping your audience to connect with your work. 
Who is your ideal audience? Where would you 
ideally like to see your artwork hung or installed? 
You can set your goals without compromising your 
ideals. 

After a creative brainstorming session to identify 
goals, we will clarify the mechanics of reaching 
those goals. The steps include setting priorities, 
subdividing the plan into doable pieces, making 
both short term and long term goals, establishing 
support networks, and having fun in the process.

Money and the artist 

If you feel like there’s never enough money, then 
this seminar may help you start to address the 
issues of why. We will discuss the nuts and bolts of 
pricing your artwork, and look carefully at the 
current art market to see who gets what. 

Your preconceptions about money will be aired, 
and we will discuss how your attitudes toward 
money may be effecting how much of it you have. 
Do you see yourself as a “struggling” artist? What 
are yom notions about “fine art” vs. “commercial 
art”? 

In addition, we will consider some more abstract 
issues such as seeing yourself as a valuable re- 
source, and the distinction between art as a gift to 
the community and an as a commodity. 


Is there life without commercial galleries? 

The answer is a resounding yes. However most 
artists have been taught to believe there are no 
other options. In this seminar, we will discuss the 
many alternatives to the commercial gallery. This 
includes a wide variety of agents, art consultants, 
art liaisons, alternative spaces, etc. It also includes 
a wide variety of commissioning and fee structures. 
This broader vision can help return to you the sense 
that you do have some power to define the stan- 
dards by which your work will be seen and sold. 
This discussion will be followed by some practice 
negotiating sessions between artists and gallery 
owners and/or agents. Through this active learning 
process we are able to distinguish the empowered 
artist/negotiator in ourselves and learn to identify 
successful negotiating techniques. 


The commission process 

If you enjoy working with others and prefer doing 
your artwork when you know you'll be paid for it, 
then commission work may be right for you. In this 
seminar we’ll discuss how to get started doing 
private or public commissions and what to expect 
along the way. The emphasis will be on preparing 
you for the oftentimes complicated issues of com- 
mission work such as: 

+ How to convince someone to buy something that 
doesn’t yet exist. 
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* How to realistically cost out your project without 
selling yourself short. 

+ How to maintain artistic integrity while working 
with a committee. 

Discussion will be accompanied by a slide presen- 
tation. A diversity of projects reflecting different 
collaborative approaches will be examined from 
the perspectives of both the artist and the client. 

Helen Hawes is a practicing artist as well as 
founder and co-chair of the Boston Society of 
Architects’ Art and Architecture Committee.Helen 
works and teaches at Vernon Street studios in 
Somerville. She has done major commissions for 
such companies as Towermarc Development Cor- 
poration, Arkwright Insurance Co.,and New Eng- 
land Telephone Company. Her work hangs in over 
100 collections nationwide. 

Lloyd Held integrates computer aided design and 
handmade skill to create his artist furniture. 
Lloyd’s work is being exhibited in the Boston Area 
by the Wellesley Design Center. He is on the 
Committee on the Visual Arts for the Cultural 
District of Boston.

VISITING ARTISTS PROGRAM

The Fall 1990 Visiting Artist Series begins on Thurs- 
day, September 27th, at 6:30 PM with a slide/lecture 
by the distinguished Canadian architect, Douglas J. 
Cardinal. Mr. Cardinal’s visit to the College is co- 
sponsored by the Environmental Design Department. 

Known nationally and internationally for his use of 
rounded forms and dramatic natural lighting, 
Douglas Cardinal has been credited with creating an 
indigenous Canadian style of architecture with 
curvilinear, organic buildings, as demonstrated in his 
award-winning St. Mary’s Church in Red Deer, the 
Grande Prairie Regional College, the Ponoka Provin- 
cial Building, St. Albert Place and the Edmonton 
Space Sciences Centre. 

Mr. Cardinal will speak about his most recent 
project, the Canadian Museum of Civilization in 
Hull, Quebec. Cardinal sees the lines and scale of his 
creation as echoing the natural forces that created the 
Canadian landscape. The Museum building is a 
visual blend of curving copper roofs, sinuous interior 
spaces and breathtaking glass-curtain walls — 
design elements he describes as symbolizing “forms 
sculpted by the winds, the rivers, the glaciers.” 

Douglas Cardinal began practicing architecture in 
Edmonton, Canada in 1964, and in January 1976 
incorporated under the name of Douglas J. Cardinal 
Architect, Limited. Since its inception, the firm has 
undertaken projects of a diverse nature—from 
individual houses to institutional and government 
projects, to twenty-five year community develop- 
ment plans. The firm is one of North America’s 
leading users of the computer-aided drafting (CAD) 
system. The firm is committed to “raising the built 
environment to the realm of art; developing architec- 
ture to be compatible and in harmony with ourselves, 
our environment, the needs of man and nature.” 

Visiting Artists events in October and November 
include a series of presentations in conjunction with
